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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7-10 and 12-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited does not teach a lighting method including mainly, mounting a plurality of lights to 
a plurality of movable light supports, defining a path to be traversed by the supports and 
the lights, controllably moving each one of the supports and the lights along a path at a 
selectably variable speed, independently of movement of any other one of the supports 
and the lights along the path while energizing the lights to produce light. The prior art 
cited does not teach a lighting apparatus with a plurality of movable light supports 
mounted on a track traversable by the lights and supports, a power provided to the 
lights and a drive mechanism for driving the lights mounted on the supports 
independently of any other one of the lights and supports along the track.
